SCHOENER: 

Edith  Heath  is  one  of  America's  most  widely  known 
potters,  her  work  is  exhibited  in  the  Museum  and  sold  in 
stores  throughout  the  country.  And  we  have  asked  Edith 
Heath  to  be  with  us  today  to  explain  how  she  has  been 
able  to  mass-produce  pottery  without  having  it  lose  its 
sense  of  craftsmanship.  Edith,  I  know  that  it  is  a  long 
and  complicated  story,  but  couid  you  describe  how. you 
manufacture  those  bowls  that  you  have  in  front  of  youZ 
EDITH:

In  order  to  show  how  this  is  done  at  the  Heath  Ceramic 
plant,  we  had  Dave  Meyers  go  over  to  the  Heath's  plant  in 
Sausalito  and  make  a  film  showing  how  these  bowls  are 
made  on  the  jigger  wheel.  Now  let's  look  at  the  film.

The  studio  potter  and  the  mass-production  potter  can  both 
use  all  of  these  techniques  that  you  have  just  described, 
but  there  are  certain  finishing  techniques  that  only  the 
studio  potter  can  use.  Could  you  describe  those  to  us 
Mary?

1 .  Carving 

2 .  Punching 

3 .  Mixing  clays

1.  There  is  no  competition  between  work  of  Edith  and 
Mary,  each  one  fulfills  a  distinct  and  separate  need. 

2.  Working  with  one's  hands  will  never  be  outmoded  no 
matter  how  many  machines  may  be  developed. 

3.  It  is  important  to  try  to  retain,  not  destroy  the 
handcraft  quality  in  machine  made  objects  that  stem 
from  handmade  production.
